3* 1 were former Reich Chancellor ( 1921 - 22 ) Dr. Joseph Wirth. Dr. Johann Jacob 
Kindt-Kiefer, and the Jesuit Fathers Gutz wilier and Friedrich Muckermann. 
They recommended Professor Wilhelm Roepke as Chancellor of a future German 
Federation with Dr. Brueaing as Vice-Chancellor.
